RAILROAD MASTERS. 

A resort to facts aml figures is quite essential to 
the settlement of questions of 0 practical n char 
aeter asthe building of railroads. By such a 
course, legislation would he more direct to the 
Polnt desired, and the disappointinent, whieb fol- 
iowa upon tho heel of oxtravagant anticipati 
avoided, ¥ 

We notice that John S. Wright, of Chicago, hos 
Published a paiphlet insisting that Iinois will be 
eternally dishonored, ifthe legislature does not de- 
vise means to build sizhundred and sizty-fice miles 
of railroad and pay off tho entire state debt oul of 
the avails of the lands recently granted to the state 
by congress, Lotus see how figures will put this 
visionary anticipation to flight, 

Estimating the probable length of the road and 
branches at six hundred and.filty miles, the num- 
ber of acres of land comprised inthe six alternate 
sections on each wide of the road and branches is 
to each inile jn length 3,840 acres, or 2,106,000 for 
the whole line. This is the amount intended to be. 
granted; but according to actual inspection of the 
books of the general land office, thie entries nme 
prior to the grant, reduce the londs available under 
the grant, within fificen miles on each side of the 
probable line of the road and branches, to about 
1,871,667 neres, boing adeficiency of 371,333 acres. 
What is this worth? It is variously estimated at 
from three to five dollars per acre, We have no 
doubt they will reach these “prices in favored Jo 
calities Ititmately all the lands might bring 
this prices but all must adinit that this cannot be 
expected until the lapse of many years of prosperi- 
ty; and that prosperity must be ereated by rail. 
These prices cannot be realized for a gene- 
ration to come, unless labor and-capital to the val- 
ue of from twelve to fifteen million of dollars are 
atanearly day expended in the construction of 
these thoroughfares—thus opening our uninhabited 
territory to an immense immigration and cesdy 
inarkels in every quarter and direction, 

What, let us ask, are these lands worth now, 
vithout the prospect of this expenditure or the 
construction of these rons? Most of them have 
been in masrket thirty years, for entry at $1 25 per 
acre. The best have been, to a great extent, culled 
out, For three years past laud warrants have been 
s0 low that any of these lands could bave been en 
tered at a cash cost of from sixty tocighty cents an 
acre, yet have not been entered, The operatio 
the bourty lond low will throw into market war- 
rants for at least nine million of acres of land at 
prices depreciated beyond all foriner precedent, 
which will compete with our lands, seduce their 
value, avd prevent cales. Upon these premises we 
assuine that were the entire body of land donated 
by congress for the construction of the central 
railroad ond branches, thrown upon the market 
within six months from this date, they wouldnot 
bring over an average of fifty cents per acre, which 
would be in the aggregate $935,833. ' Such is the 
Hifference between figuces of rhetoric and “figures 
that cannot lie.”

‘The Peoria Republican contains some eaves 
from the history of Iilinois, written by the late 
Ex-governor Thomas Ford. The tnanuseript of 
the work is in tha possession of Gen, Shields, and 
will be by him published for (he bencht of the or- 
phan children of the autho 
‘Tne Finst Srate Bank.—To remelly the evils 

of the limes, the legislature of 1821, created a 

State bank. ‘It was founded without moneys and 

wholly on the credit of the state. It was authori- 

zed to issne, one, (Wo, three, five, ten and twenty 
dollar notes, in the likeness of bank bills, bearing 
two per cent. interest, and payable in two years.— 

A principal bank was established at Vandalia, and 

four or five bronches in other places. ‘The legisla- 

lure elected all the directors and afficers a large 
number of whom were membersiof the legislature, 
and all of themanero professional.woliticians. ‘The 
bank hed power to lend its bills to the people, to 
the amount of-balf a millior; but onty $300,000 
were ever issued. These bills were to be loaned, 
to the amount of $100, an personal security ; and 
upon mortgage of realestate, for a greater sutn.— 
They were to be receivable ih payment of all state 
and county taxes; and for alll costs, ond fees, and 
salaries of officers. And if a creditor refused to 
endoree on bis execution, bis willingness to re- 
ceive thein in payment of debl, the debtor could 
replecy or etay its collection for three years, by 
}: giviug personal secority, So infatuated were this 

Tegislature with this absurd bank project, that 
they Grmly believed thot the bills of the bank would, 
remain at par with gold and silver; 23. on evidence 
of which, a resolution was passed, requesting ibe 
accretary of the treasury of the United States, to 
receive these notes in payment for the public lands. 
Iis said that the lieutenant governor, Pierre Men- 
an, who was a Frenchman, put this resolution to 
avotein the senate, over which he presided o3 
speaker, he soid: “gentlemen of the senate, it is 
moved and seconded thal the noles of dis bank be 
made land office money. All in favor of dat mo- 
ion say aye, and all in the negative say no. It is 
decided in the affirmative. Now, gentlemen, Lbet 
you one hundred dollars he never ba nade land of- 
fice money.” 

In the summer of 1821, the new bank went into 
operation. - Every man who could get an indors 
borroweil his bundred dollars. The directors were 
nearly oll of them, politicians; and either were 
then or expected to be candidates for office, Lend- 
ing to everybody, was (he surest road to populari 
1y3 and, accordingly, the new money wastsoon all 
Jent out without inuch attention to security, or care 

for eventual payment. 

The new money first fell twenty-five cents; then 
Gfty cents; then seventy-five cents, below pat_— 
Aud as the bills of the Obio and Kentueky banks 
had driven all other money out of the state, s0 this 
new issue effectually kept it out. It became a 
matter of impossibility to make small changes The 
peaple fron necessity, cut-the bills in two, so 95 to 
make bo halves of a dollar. This aided ‘in keep 
ing.out even the sinallest silver coins, For about 
four sears, there was no other kind of money but 
this.” Tn the meantune, but very few pretended to 
pay the money which they had obtained from The 
bank. More than half ‘of those who borrowed, 
considered what they had gotten as so tnuch clear 
gain. ‘The depreciation continued, so thal by 1824, 
Ht became itnpossible to carry on (he government 
with Ubis paper.
